WASHINGTON, Sept. IO.— 'While

tary Lansing’s disclosures regarding 
the transmission of official German 
despatches by the Swedish charge at 
Buenos Aires, Washington officials 
and foreign diplomatists turned their 
attention to a study of their possible 
significance. 
Two 
facts stood out 
clearly in the minds of mo t observ­ 
ers. 
Sweden wdll be compelled to 
make definite her position as a neu­ 
tral and the exposure may be taken 
as indicating more exactly the inten­ 
tion of the allies to see th a t Germany 
shall cease receiving aid from all the 
northern European neutral countries. 
W ant Opinion to Support Embargo. 
Publication of the facts, altho dis­ 
closing nothing the governments ex­ 
ports administrative 
board has not 
known for some time, reveals to the 
public that this government is fully 
cognizant of aid 
Sweden has been 
rendering the 
central 
powers and 
tends to cement opinion in support 
of the absolute embargo put into ef­ 
fect against Sweden along with the 
other neutrals, six weeks ago. 
It has 
already been declared definitely that 
no foodstuffs or other supplies will 
be permitted to go to the neutrals 
for at least six weeks to give this gov­ 
ernment an opportunity to establish 
precisely their trade relations with 
Germany. 
Sweden as well as the other neu­ 
trals has contended it has the right 
to export to Germany any commodi­ 
ties imported from the United States. 
Some American officials say the war 
would he ended within six months if 
Swedish iron 
exports 
to Germany 
were stopped.

General Korniloff. commander In­ 
chief of the army backed by a group 
of political agitators, has demanded 
for himself dictatorial power* by the 
surrender of the government into his 
hands. 
Kerensky refused to comply 
with the demand and has had incar^ 
cerated in the I’etropavlovisk for­ 
tress M. Lvoff, member of the duma 
who acted as Korniloff’s mediary, 
and who, under severe examination, 
has had wrung from him the details 
of the plan to overthrow the govern­ 
ment and bring about a return of 
despotic regime.

“Our Duty to O ur Soldiers Boys” 
— Falling of H onor Roll an Im­ 
pressive F eatu re. 


Teeming with patriotism was the 
service at Central Christian church 
Sunday evening. 
Th e Rev. M. L. 
Pontius delivered an address, taking 
as his theme, 
“ Our Duty 
to Our 
Soldier Boys.” 
T h e music also was 
of a patriotic natu re. 
One of the most impressive feat­ 
ures of the evening was the calling 
of the honor roll of the young men 
of the church 
who have answered 
the country's eall to service. 
After 
the singing of th e first hymn Harry 
Walker called the roll. 
The roll of 
honor containing the names of the 
21 young men who have gone out 
from the church and Sunday school, 
hangs in front of the pipe organ and 
will remain th e re until the close of 
the war. 
Audience Sang America. 
As Mr. W a lk e r called the names, 
Miss Maurine Bradley and Miss Dor­ 
othy Green placed a rose for each 
soldier in a vase on the pulpit stand. 
It was announced t h a t these roses 
represented the courage and loyalty 
of boys and each family represent­ 
ed by the honor roll came forward 
at the close of the service for the 
rose. 
At the close of the service the 
room was darkened except the lights 
at the organ and as these lights fell 
upon tile honor 
roll 
the audience 
sang America. 
In his address the Rev. Mr. Pon­ 
tius spoke in part as follows: 
Definition of Pa trio! ism. 
‘‘You ask me for a modern defini­ 
tion of patriotism and I reply, Pa­ 
triotism is that 
something 
which 
causes a young m an to leave a pros­ 
perous, 
peaceful 
community, 
his 
home, Ins friends and loved ones, 
Sand go out into a strange country to 
fight against one of the worst en­ 
emies patriotism and righteousness 
have ever known. 
Patriotism i. that 
something which causes a citizen to 
desire to strike a death blow at Ane 
who claims to rule over human be­ 
ings by divine right and who is large­ 
ly responsible for 
the devastation 
and wreckage 
of 
prosperous, con­ 
tented, peace loving Belgium. 
Pa­ 
triotism is the m o th e r of democracy 
and democracy is the real teaching 
of Jesus the Christ applied to the 
affairs of human society and human 
government. 
“ Our patriotism has 
come as a 
heritage thru the Declaration of In­ 
dependence. 
A declaration that all 
men have inalienable rights; that all 
men are equal so far as these inher­ 
ent. rights are concerned; that all 
men have right of life, liberty and 
the pursuit of happiness. 
When we 
consider this we clo not wonder that 
our boys are willing to give service, 
and life. if necessary, to their coun­ 
try in the hour when these rights 
must be safeguarded and brought to 
other people. 
Should Write* lad lers to Boys. 
“ We owe a duty to our soldier 
boys. 
The church is endeavoring to 
fulfill a portion of this duty by plac­ 
ing in the auditorium this honor roll 
that we may be reminded of the fact 
that they are in a peculiar sense our 
soldiers, courageous and loyal. Pray­ 
ers should be offered 
ach day for 
these boys. Letters should be written 
to them, aud the church should sup­ 
ply everything th at will add to their 
comfort, while they a re in this ser­ 
vice. 
“ But above all let us indicate to 
them that they have our prayers, our 
patriotism, our 
loyalty 
and then 
tiles*1 twenty one soldier boys will 
not stiiv«- in vain. 
W e ar*1 for peace, 
first, last and always. 
‘‘We are for 
peace at any price, and tho price of 
universal, enduring 
peace at the 
present time L war. 
The Individual 
who cries peace without a successful

FRENCH SOLDIERS’S LIFE 
SAVED BY FAITHFUL DOG 


Congregationalist Tells Story of Mrs- 
cue of Wounded Man by Catline. 


The Congregationalist of Septem­ 
ber 6th tells a beautiful story of a 
faithful dog which saved Cie life of 
ii is master, Sergeant 
Jackomin, a 
soldier in the French army. 
l’lie 
dog’s name was Fire Fly amt he war 
a highly b * | Irish setter and hi., 
master was iii Algiers where he first 
secured the faithful 
creature and 
taught him various tricks much to 
the amusement and pleasure of the 
men in tile company. 
But the order came to g o to the 
front and sadly Jackomin said good­ 
bye to his dumb friend not exp** ding 
to see him again. The man had gone 
aboard the steamer 
and the gang 
plank was being raised when sud­ 
denly Fire Fly apppeared and leap­ 
ed on board and soon found his mas­ 
ter 
The men managed to care for 
Iii rn and smuggle him aboard the 
railroad trains and land him with 
the command at the front where he 
was a great favorite and a regular 
mascot. 
One day a great mine was explod­ 
ed under the French command and 
the crater was a place of carnage. 
Darkness set in and the ambulance 
corps worked all night removing the 
wounded until they had cleared the 
w'hole space except a corner danger­ 
ously near the German lines. 
They 
hesitated to venture there knowing 
the fiendish enemy 
would kill an 
ambulance squad just as quickly as 
a fighting body of men but finally 
they heard a faint bark and at once 
recognized the voice of Fire Fly and 
hastening to him they 
found him 
franctically digging in the clay and 
then pulling something protruding 
fre.m the ground. Investigation show­ 
ed that it was the body of Jackomin 
tuat the dog was seeking to rescue 
and soon spades and men wrere busy 
and the body of the man unearthed. 
A leg was torn away and his arm 
was badly lacerated and he seemed 
to he dead but the wonderful skill 
of the American 
doctors brought 
him to and he was eventually placed 
in the hospital in Paris. 
The story was told a man who 
couldn’t he made to believe it so 
he was invited to go to the hospital 
and this is the rest of the story. 
Down tile long 
corridor 
of the 
American hospital he led us. 
I no­ 
ticed over the doors of the wards the 
names of America’s proudest cities. 
The two largest wards were immedi­ 
ately opposite each other. 
Over the 
door of .one was “ Boston” and over 
the other “New York.” 
Tile head 
nurse entered readily into the spirit 
of our visit and directed us to a 
little white cot where smiling French 
soldier lay who greeted us with shy 
courtesy. 
When the nurse had ex­ 
plained our errand he leaped up with 
shining eyes, seized Ills crutches and 
said: “ If the nurse will permit me 
I will show you.” 
Wondering at big enthusiasm we 
followed between the bed# to Hie 
lung £u*ridm- to th** doop^pf the hos­ 
pital kitchen. 
Opening the door of 
the kitchen the nurse told 
us to 
wait there while 
she crossed the 
room and opened a door into the 
kitchen area. 
Then I ueard three 
sharp whistles and almost immedi­ 
ately the head of a noble dog ap­ 
peared above the threshold. He look­ 
ed from the chef to the assistants 
who stood 
smilingly watching the 
drama, but nbt seeing his master hi* 
was about 
turning away 
when a 
whistle arrested him. 
Ile looked up, 
caught sight of his master and dash­ 
ed across the room like a whirl­ 
wind. 
Leaping on his master he 
would have thrown him to the floor 
had we not hastened to support the 
crutches. 
The dog leaped and bark­ 
ed and wouldn’t be satisfied till his 
master stooped 
down and let. Mm 
caress him. 
Then he seemed con­ 
tent, r isured 
his m a ste r 
had not 
fallen a victim to a G erm an mine. 
Not until then would he allow any 
one else to touch him but at a word 
from his master he trotted from one 
to another, making himself friendly 
with all and increasing the circle of 
his admirers. 
As I stroked the silky fur I 'dis­ 
covered a collar embedded there and 
a modal upon which was engraved.

pended by the American Red Cross 
in the first six months since the 
United States has been at W’ar with 
Germany, according to a report a d ­ 
dressed “ To the American P e o p l e ’ 
today by Henry P. Davison, chair­ 
man of th e Red Cross War Council, 
in which full details are given of the 
activities of the organization in va­ 
rious nations abroad, chief of which 
is 'France. 
More th a n $10,000,000. of 
this 
sum, appropriated up to and includ­ 
ing August 31, by the wrar council, 
since its appointment May IO last, is 
for use in France. 
Other countries 
to receive relief are Russia, Rouma- 
nia, 
Italy, 
.Serbia 
England and 
Armenia, the grand, total amounting 
to $12,339,681, the greater p a rt of 
which will be used by November I, 
although some of the appropriations 
cover a year.

Society Be­ 
cause 
Country’s Success in War 
Depends Largely I'pon Chemicals. 


Boston, Mass. Sept IO——Advanced 
theories a n d formulas for the pre- 
jservation of by-products and for the 
making 
of 
munitions as well as 
latest developments 
in 
medicinal 
remedies, disinfectants, dyes 
and 
dyestuffs are to lie discussed by tho 
American 
Chemical Society at its 
fifty-fifth annual convention which 
began in til is city today. 
Altho 
many 
chemists 
of 
the 
United States 
are 
busily engaged 
with war orders, it is expected t h t 
at 'east a thousand members of the 
society will participate in the con­ 
vention proceedings. It is the first 
large gathering of smeniical engin­ 
eers and experts held since the 
be­ 
ginning 
of 
the war and since the 
present gre a t development 
of 
the 
chemical business 
in 
the 
United 
States. 
Ad it iona I interest Is at tached to 
the convention Dy the fact that 
the 
country m u st depend for much of its 
success in the war upon chemicals, 
and the speakers and the members 
will 
represent the 30.000 chemical 
engineers in the country, who have 
mobilized 
for Government 
service 
and 
will try to find means to beat 
ihe enemy. 
The war has put the chemical In­ 
dustry 
in Hie United States on its 
feet. The* increasing Importance 
of 
chemical 
manufacture here 'began 
when German importations ceased. 
Not only were stocks 
quickly 
de­ 
pleted, 
ho 
the chemical m anufac­ 
turers in the United States were not 
equipped tith e r with machinery or 
with practical workmen, nor even 
many 
of 
the raw goods, to B e g in 
manufacture for many months.. 
The convention 
marks a 
p e r i o d 
of enormous advance in tho indus­ 
try 
whose 
production, including 
dyes, is still far behind Hie demand. 
One problem needs a solution——the 
fact that Germany, at the time 
of 
the declaration of war, was export­ 
ing 
as 
many 
as 
10.000 colors, 
shades, 
tints, 
etc., whereas it was 
necessary for the American m a n u ­ 
facturers to limit their products to 
fewer th an 200. 
The convention is expected to de­ 
vote some attention to the advanced 
processes in chemistry which have 
made the asphyxiating gases, 
and 
which applied liquid fire to the on­ 
slaughts of armies. 
However, 
the 
most of the addresses, papers 
and 
discussions will deal with the 
a d ­ 
vance of commercial chemistry. In 
this branch of the business there are 
many im portant problems that 
are 
still in the solving period, and not 
only is the interest of the chemists 
of tho country centered upon 
dis­ 
cussions which will be held during 
three d a y s’ sessions, but there 
are 
many w’lio are awaiting the results 
of the meeting for the furtherance 
of their business and manufacture.
